‘Tho’ the Prince’ and Princefs of Wales 
lever appear without gaining the Hearts, as well as attract- 
ing the Eyes of all Aflemblies; yet, as their amiable Pro- 
geny, the blooming Hopes of the Nation! were along with 
them, the glorious Profpeét was much enhanc'd, and filil'd 
the craving Eye with Delight, and the Mind with Joy. 
The Audience fcemed abforb’d in Admirgtion and 'Tranf- 
Ports of Pleafure. If there be fuch a Thing as a Jacobite 
in thefe Southern Parts, and he had ftood in my Place, he 
tuft have been made of impenetrable Stuff, could he have 
refilled the general Impulic_of Loyalty and Love that 
afetted the whole Audience: 

Human Nature can furnifh no Sight fo charming as the 
Pure we beheld of the highelt conjugal and domeflic 
Bleffednefs in the molt exalted Life: How pleafurable is 
the View, and of what happy Influence the Example !

One could not but difcern in the illuftrious Parents the 
happieft Temperament of great and noble Qualities, with 
the moft mild and attractive ; a benevolent Majefty ; a Dig- 
nity without Pride; and Humility without Meannefs. ‘The 
Impreflions we felt in looking on them were fuch as Cow/ey 
defcribes to be made by one, who 

— With facious Beauty fil'd the Sight, 

But decent Awe chaftid the bald Delight : 

Like a calm Sca, «which, to th enlighter'd View, 

Gives Pleafure, but gives Fear and Rew’ rence too 
I could not help going oh with the faite Poet in his Co- 
louring : 

WH hile he, with, comely Majefty and Stare, 

Bore bigh th’ Advantage of his Worth and Fate: 
Scweetnefs did foft Michael /how, 

That none who reach’d fo high, eer floop'd fo low. 

The beauteous little ones below them, infpir’d no other 
Sentiments than of Love and Delight, and thofe the highett 
and moit refin’d. Their lovely Innocence, engaging De- 
portment, and expreflive AGtions, employ’d the Attention 
of the Spe€tators much more than what pais’d on the Stage. 
The Eyes of fome were fix’d on them witha kind of 
parental Fondnefs, while othets exprefs'd a Joy of higher 
and mofe abftracted fort, and feem"d to contemplate and 
prefume the Happinefs they -promis’d ta our Country in 
Ages to come. 

But I did not fuffer this Scene (delightful as it was) fo 
wholly to engrofs my Thoughts 4s. so lofe Sight of the Bufi- 
nefs and Beauties of the Play. Henry the Eighth is infe- 
rior to few of Shake/pear’s Productions : Indeed the Pomp 
and Magnificence of its Shews and Scenery were better 
fuited to the 'Tafte of former Ages than the prefent, and 
are now become the Entertainment only of Children ; but, 
if I miftake not, there are contained in it fome of the 


Such humble 


Infolence of over-grown Ambition, the Humiliation and Fall 
of a detefted Minifier, and the Anger of a jufth incenfed 
Monarch, in Colours the moft lively and affAting. 

‘We are made to fee in Cardinal Wolfey, a Man of the 
higheft Endowments, but debafed by all thofe Alloys to 
which great Parts and high Place are fubje&t. ‘There is in 
his Character much that one in his Station might imitate, 
and as much that he fhould avoid: His Blemifhes and his 
Excellencies were both in Extremes. One loves, admires, 
and honours the fair Side of his Charaéter, when we are told 

He was a Scholar, and a ripe and good one, 
Excecding wife, fair-fpoken, and perfwading ; 
To all that fought him he was faeet as Summer ; 
And, tho’ he were unfatisfied in getting, : 
(Which was a Sin) set in beftowing 
He was moft princely. 
But this foon changes into Hate and Indignation when the 

Reverfe of the Medal is fhewn, and he ftands forth 
A Man 

Of an unbounded Stomach, ever ranking 

Himfelf with Princes ; one that, by Sugge/lion, 

Tyth'd all the Kingdom : 

His own Opinion was bis Law. Y' th' Prefence 

He would fay Untruths, gnd be ever double 

Both in his Words and Meaning, 
* 'Thefe were the Faitings of Wolfy, to which all Minifters 
are liable, and to which Wod’s Face and Panifhmens will 








be ever annex’d. What Man of Honour could have feen, 


without Refentment, his Monarch made the Property and 
Dupe of one who had cracvi'd into his Favour? It mult 
have fir'd the coole(t Heart to have over-heard him, in his 
infolent Soliloquies, difpofe the very Affections of his 
Matter, and dictate to his Bed : 

The French King’s Sister : 
No Anne Bullen for Lim 
Or, to have caught him in Conference with a Brother in 
his bad Pradices, difpenfing among his Tools, and at his 
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own Caprice, the Favours and Honours of the Crow n. 
He'd have no fuch Archbifbop as Cranmer: None but ‘that 
good Fellow avho would fallow his Command and cppaintment, 
awas to be near him. 

Such Iniolence feem'd too grofs to be long endured, and 
muit in ‘Time have brought him to Shame, had no other 
Caufes concurr’d to ruin him : But he could not flop here ; 
Ambition, his ruling Paffion, carried him on to an Attempt 
fill more fligitious, and Treafon of a deeper Dye. ‘To pre- 
ferve his Height of Power, and to promote other fecret 
Purpofes of his own, he made light of diflurbing even the 
domeftic Quiet of his too indulgent Mafter. By fligitious 
Altifices, he kindled and fann’d the Coals of Diffention be- 
tween him and the Perfon avho avas, and ought to have been, 
neareft io bis Heart, We had the Moitification to fee rhe 
Queen was not his Creature, neither implicitly devoted tg 
his Will of attach’d to his Perfon. He had Caufe to think 
fhe hated him, becaule de was fure fe knew him. 

Fears and Apprehenfions of a Storm oe that Quarter, 
drove him to fulfil the Complement of his Villainy. Ele put 
in Praétice an F’xpedicnt too black, ‘tis hop'd, to be ever 
parallel’d: He work'd on his Royal Mafter to break thro’ 
the ftrongeft and holieft Bonds of Love and Nature. 

In thefe three principal Inflances Wo//zy is reprefented by 
Shakespear to have abus'd his Power : Jmmoderate Taxatiors, 
infolent Carriage to bis King, and fomenting Diffeution in ihe 
Royal Houfe. Each Step he took in this horrid Gradation, 
haften'd his enfuing Difgrace and Fall; Tt was effetted at 
length by his own Artifice and fuppos'd Dexterity, The 
jufleft Difpenfation of Vengearice reach'd him : Guarding 
with too refin’d a Cunning againft Danger only imagin’d, 
and emby oiling the very Fumily and Honfhald of his Prince vo 
extricaté himfelf from a fancied Enemy, he raifed aSpirit 
that he could not quell, and precipitated his Ruin by the 
very Means he ufed to avoid it. 

It is obfervable with what Patience the offended Nation 
fupprefs'd their Senfe of his Oppreflions and Infolence : 
They refted quict in the full Hope and Affurance of what 
was foon the Event, and only thought and faid, 

—— Heaven will one Day open 
The King’s Eyes, that fa long have flept upon 
This bold, bad Man. 

Thefe and other inflroGive Hints are to be gather’d from 
this Play, of which all Men in Power, whom over grown 
Infolence may prompt to vie with Kings, or the Sons ot 
Kings, would do well to avail themfelves. PAilip of Ma- 
ceden is faid, in the Heighth of his Grandeur, to have 
order’d a Slave to remind him daily that Ae was a Men. 
It were to be wifh’d that every Mini/er had a Domeftic 
employ’d in the like Service, frequently to bid him remem- 
ber he is a Subje® ; and repeat to him in his cleareft Mo 
ments the excellent Advice bequeath’d by Wol/cy ta his 
Friend and Favourite : 

Cromwell, [charge t/ee fling away Ambition ; 
By ate Sin Sill the Angels =

The high Virtues of his Real Highne/i the Prince, very 
juflly give him an indubitable Right to our beft Affections 
and kitcem, and point out ftrongly to our Expectations 
the Happinefs which muft neceffarily attend theie Realms 
under his Government, if he furvives his Royal Father ; 
whom Heaven long preferve ! But as he was never put up 
to View, fo as by great Adtions to be render’d con{picuous 
in the Eye of the World, we can only judge of his good 
Qualities from the Exercife of them in his paternal and con- 
jugal Capacity, in private Life ; wherein Hiftory can hardly 
produce a parallel Inftance. His Promptnefs and importu- 
nate Requifitions to be put at the Head of our Forces againtt 
the Rebels, and the Mortification he met with from Dil- 
appointment, are known but to few. The Minifiry who, 
"tis notorious, take a Pleafure in obliging bim on all Occa- 
fions, were too tender of his Safety to expofe him to the 
Danger of Battle; and therefore conferr'd the Honour of 
Command on him they thought next deferv’d belt to gather 
fuch a plentiful Harveft of Laurels in the North. They 
are fo wonderoully well affected to him, that they not only 
puta Violence upon themielves in keeping him out of mi/i- 
tary Dittinétion ; bat one of them has very generoufly en- 
deavoured to ftep in between him and the Trouble of a 
civil Honour, which the rath Inclinations of a learned 


Body would lately have burthen'd him with.

Heming, Lord bithop of Carlifle, in the 81ft Year of his 
Age, and 13th of his Confecration. 

By a Letter from Bath, there is an Account of the Death 
of the Right Hon. the Earl of Eufton, Son of his Grace 
the Duke of Grafton. 

On Thurfday Se*nnight a Court-Martial was held on 
board the Duke Man of War at Portfmouth, Capt. Cham- 
bers being Prefident, for the Trial of the Mutineers, on 
board the Namur Man of War, who role on Account of 
their being denied Leave to come afhore ; which ended on 
Saturday, when three, viz. two Sailors and a Marine, re- 
ceived Sentence of Death; twelve were order'd to be whipt 
from Ship to Ship, and thirty-eight acquitted. ‘The Ring- 
leader of them died during his Confinement. 

Tuefday Morning came Letters from Antigua by the 
Way of Briftol, by which we have Advice, that Commo- 
dore was arrived there from Barbados, and that the 
Council and Aifembly of Antigua were very bufy in 
drawing up Articles againft a certain Sea-Officer, whofe

Harbour in Antigua.

and the Change from her, bidding her go back for half a 
Pound of burnt Almonds, which he pretended to have 
forgot ; when the returned Everett was gone, and no fuch 
Perfon as the pretended Mafter to be found.
